Bares Many Tricks 
of Rum Trade.

Indeed, the Mosul decision sug- 
gests that the court will lose no time in so doing. 
The court is conscious of its strategic position in 
the scheme of the league and it proposes to make 
the most of it. 
We kept out of the trouble which the league 
might have made for us by refusing to join even 
with reservations. We can keep out of the trouble 
the court can make for us in exactly the same 
way.

* SELF-GOVERNMENT 
AND IMMIGRATION. 


Poland is in trouble, politically and financially. 
There are twenty parties in the Polish parliament. 
Other European countries have nearly as many, 
but Poland's parties are peculiarly incapable of 
cotperating. The essence of any sound pariia- 
mentary systern is compromise and the Polish 
leaders seem incapable of it. Perhaps, in conse- 
quence, Poland's new monetary unit, the zioty, 
has hit the toboggan. 
Poland is by no means the only country in which 
the parliamentary ferm of government has broken 
down. Italy and Russia have each abandoned it. 
So have Spain and Greece. The Balkan countries 
are presumed to be.governed by parliaments, but 
there is no health in their parliamentary insti- 
tutions, 

Parliamentary government is successful in Great 
Britain and her dominions, in Holland, and the 
Scandinavian countries. It works fairly well in 
Germany, France and Belgium. 

When protests are made against the present 
immigration laws, it is well to remember that the 
law has served to limit the number of immigrants 
from countries which have shown a marked in- 
capacity for self-government. At the same time, 
‘it has encouraged immigration from countries
